REMARKS 

In the prior Office Action of 7/13/04 independent claims 1, 9, 16 and 17 were rejected 
under Section 103 as unpatentable over Hollan in view of Williams and/or in view of 
Worthsngton. 

Primary reference Hollan was recited for the same elements in both cases. Williams and/or 
Worthington were both, alternately, recited for the element of providing for pumping at 2000 or 
greater gpm. 

In the Response filed 10/18/04, independent claims, 1, 9, 16 and 17 were amended to 
clarify their distinction from the primary reference Hollan. The clarification applied equally to 
both of the Section 103 rejections, overcoming the basis for both rejections by distinguishing the 
claimed elements from the structure taught by the primary reference. Such could have been 
explicitly stated, it was thought apparent or inherent. 
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
